Not a Red Herring? 


If any bitter opponent of the Detwiler 
Miracle Mile plan wanted to employ un- 
scrupulous methods to defeat that plan 
he would ring in some alternative offer, 
gemi-real or wholly mythical, to delay and 
confuse Edmorton's decision because he 
would know that, with other cities clamor- 
ing for the same deal, the Detwiler 
backers cannot afford to dilly-dally with 
the Edmonton proposal indefinitely. 

Therefore, knowing that the Journal 
newspaper is violently and unreasonably 
a to the Detwiler city centre plan, 

onton citizens will look with some 
suspicion at the story carried by the 
Journal to the effect that Eastern Cana- 
dian interests are prepared to make & 
similar offer on better terms. 

They will be all the more suspicious of 

the Journal's glowing story when spokes- 
men for the city call it “absolute non- 
sense.” 
We are not suggesting, of course, that 
it is absolutely impossible that such an 
offer could be made by Eastern Canadian 
interests. 

But it seems odd fhat a representative 
of such interests, visiting this city only 
casually on his way back from the north, 
should talk to the executive secretary of 
the Chamber of Commerce and say noth- 
ing about it, should talk to City Commis- 
gioner John Hodgson and say nothing 
about it—and then unload almost @ 


detailed proposal to a reporter of the 
Journal newspaper. 

It would be a queer and furtive way 
of doing business. And the circumstances 
do not increase public confidence in any- 
body who has had anything to do with it. 

It would seem, for instance, a mean 
and petty performance to use the Chamber 
of Commerce as a lay figure in such a 
farce. 

We should like to make it clear that, 
in our opinion, such a proposal is remotely 
possible. Moreover, competitive bidding 
for a concession of this kind, had it 
occurred at a less delicate moment, would 
have been perfectly wholesome from the 
city’s standpoint. 

But it seems strange that this com- 
petitive proposal should have been poured 
exclusively into the eager ear of the 
Journal newspaper at a moment when the 
Journal newspaper is aware that the 
Detwiler deal is vulnerable to opposition 
of a delaying and confusing nature. 

It may be true, although Chamber of 
Commerce and civic officials declare that 
no proposal of any kind was even hinted 
to them. : 

On the other hand, it may be a red 
herring and a very smelly red herring 
at that. 

It would be the height of folly to go 
chasing off after shadows and lose the 
substance we can so easily have. 


Danger of War Now Receding 


While Soviet Russia has gone through 
the formal and for them, surprisingly 
unimpassioned motions of protesting 
against the interference of the United 
Nations in the Korean struggle, she has 
made no positive move to enter it. 

This restraint causes the danger of 
eas: war to recede. And every day 

ussia thus restrains herself, that danger 
will recede still further. 

It could be true, of course, as has been 
suggested, that the Korean disturbance 
is merely a device to mask some sinister 
intent in the European theatre. 

Russia, it is said, may be making her 
rotests and priming her stooges, like 
aul Robeson, to echo those protests over 

the Korean situation with the idea of 
fixing attention on a point where she does 
mot intend to strike. 

This is always a possibility. And it is 
a disturbing possiblity because minds that 


operate on s purely materialistic basis and 
have become inflamed with an almost 
insane greed for power are something of 
an enigma to more normal people. 

Russia, then, may suddenly occupy all 
Berlin or all Germany or invade Yugo- 
slavia or do one or more of a dozen 
inflammable things. 

About such possibilities it is unprofit- 
able to speculate. And the Allies can do 
nothing but make themselves ready for 
anything. 

But in the issues of the Korean war 
alone, if it is possible to consider them 
alone, there seems little immediate likeli- 
hood of Russian armed interference 

No one knows all the facts 
Russia. ut in a general way 
reasonable to assume that it wou 
folly for Russia to delay hostile ac 
while every day that passes puts the 
democracies on a better war footing. 


Police Brutality, Police Efficiency 


Evidence adduced by the city com- 
missioners in an investigation of charges 
brought by Hong Suey Chin reveals that 
no brutal action could be proved against 
any Edmonton police officer. 

This is about whet the public expected 
to hear because up to the present 
Edmonton people have had no reason to 
Jose confidence in the personnel of the 
police department or m its leadership. 

And brutality is something that can 
be prevented and corrected quite easily by 
internal discipline. 

But while it was necessary that these 
charges of brutality should be investi- 
gated, most Edmonton citizens were of 
the opinion and are still of the opinion 
that the civic administration got unduly 
excited about a minor matter and, until 
recently, has -maintained a dangerous 
indifference towards major matters of 
police efficiency. 

It is a bad thing, of course, when police 
officers get into the habit of knocking 
prisoners around 

But it is an infinitely worse th 
when a police department is permitted to 


fall numerically to such low ebb that it 
would be helpless in the face of a crime 


wave 

It has been shown that the knocking 
around doesn’t happen. 

But there can be no possible doubt that 
Edmonton's force is at 
to the crime threat 
menaces this city.

Boys, Girls Camps 
Good Investment 


Whether it is the summer sea- 
son or simply a case of want- 
ing to help the government spend 
its money, the announcement that 
$8,105,690 was collected as bonus 
payments in one sale of Al- 
berta government oil leases sug- 
gests that part of this money 
could be profitably invested in 
the future of the province by 
earmarking it for juvenile sum 
mer camps. 

Each summer, many youngsters 
enjoy a week at one of the sum- 
mer camps. They have a holiday. 
They learn many things, In well 
operated camps, they discover 
some of the rudiments of living 
harmoniously with others. In 
most cases, these camps provide 
important benefits and help, very 
materially, in establishing some 
of the groundwork for the de 
veloping of good, reliable citi- 
zens 

Unfortunately, for every boy or 
girl who gets to camp, there are 
dozens who cannot find an open- 
ing. In the cities there are too 
many children to be accommo- 
dated. In most of the rural areas 
there are no facilities at all 

Those camps which have been 
established require some respon- 
sible backing in order to secure 
sufficient funds, and even at that, 
many appeals for aid are neces- 
sary. At this very moment, dona- 


tions are being asked to assist 
in the new Community League 
and 


camp at the Sturgeon river 
the same situation can be found 
in many other areas. 


One-Tenth

If the youth of this province 
is as important as we know it is, 
surely some of our good fortune 
in possessing valuable oil poois 
should be devoted to the work of 
providing for the welfare of those 
youngsters percent of this 
one sale, that is, 10 percent of the 
extra bonus that has been paid 
would be $810,000.

on an investment bas where 
only the annual revenue would 
he ured to assist camps 

The method could be worked 
out. It should be one which would 


leave the initiative t al 
groups, yet help those who were 
doing good work but needed 
help
